AN ACT Relating to provisional drivers' licenses for persons who
fail to prove United States citizenship; anending RCW 46. 20. 035,
46. 20. 091, 46.20.105, and 46.20.181; and adding a new section to
chapter 46.20 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 46.20 RCW
to read as foll ows:

A person applying for the issuance or renewal of a driver's |icense
must prove that he or she is a United States citizen by neeting the
requi renments of RCW 46.20.035(7). The departnent shall not issue a
regular driver's license if an applicant fails to neet the requirenents
of RCW 46. 20.035(7). | f the person satisfies all other requirenents
and fees prescribed under this chapter, the departnent shall issue the
person a provisional driver's license. A provisional driver's |license
is valid for one year fromthe date of issuance and may be renewed as
provi ded in RCW 46. 20. 181(5).

Sec. 2. RCW 46. 20. 035 and 2004 c¢c 249 s 2 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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The departnment may not issue an identicard or a Washington state
driver's license that is valid for identification purposes unless the
applicant neets the identification requirenents of subsections (1),
(2), or (3) and (7) and (8) of this section.

(1) A driver's license or identicard applicant nust provide the
department with at Ileast one of the followng pieces of wvalid
identifying docunentation that contains the signature and a phot ograph
of the applicant:

(a) A valid or recently expired driver's license or instruction
permt that includes the date of birth of the applicant;

(b) A Washington state identicard or an identification card issued
by anot her state;

(c) An identification card issued by the United States, a state, or
an agency of either the United States or a state, of a kind comonly
used to identify the nenbers or enpl oyees of the governnment agency;

(d) Amlitary identification card,

(e) A United States passport; or

(f) An Immgration and Naturalization Service form

(2) An applicant who is a mnor may establish identity by providing
an affidavit of the applicant's parent or guardian. The parent or
guardi an must acconpany the m nor and di splay or provide:

(a) At | east one piece of docunentation in subsection (1) of this
section establishing the identity of the parent or guardi an; and

(b) Additional docunentation establishing the relationship between
the parent or guardian and the applicant.

(3) A person unable to provide identifying docunentation as
specified in subsection (1) or (2) of this section may request that the
departnent review ot her avail abl e docunentation in order to ascertain
identity. The departnment may waive the requirenent if it finds that
ot her docunentation clearly establishes the identity of the applicant.

(4) An identicard or a driver's license that includes a photograph
that has been renewed by mail or by electronic commerce is valid for
identification purposes if the applicant net the identification
requi rements of subsection (1), (2), or (3) of this section at the tine
of previous issuance.

(5 The form of an applicant's nanme, as established under this
section, is the person's name of record for the purposes of this
chapter.
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(6) If the applicant is unable to prove his or her identity under
this section, the departnent shall plainly | abel the |license "not valid
for identification purposes.”

(7) An applicant proves that he or she is a United States citizen
with an original or copy of any of the foll ow ng:

(a) AUnited States passport;

(b) A certified birth certificate issued by a city, county, or
state. The certified birth certificate nust have a registrar's raised,

enbossed, inpressed, or multicolored seal, the registrar's signature,
and the date the certificate was filed wth the reqgistrar's office,
whi ch nust be within one year of birth;

(c) A consular report of birth abroad or certification of birth;

(d) A naturalization certificate; or

(e) Acertificate of citizenship.

(8 An applicant provides evidence of a principal WAshington
residence address with an original or copy of any of the follow ng:

(a) Autility bill;

(b) A bank statenent;

(c) A paycheck

(d) A governnent check; or

(e) Anot her governnent docunent.

Sec. 3. RCW46.20.091 and 2000 ¢ 115 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Application. In order to apply for a driver's license or
instruction permt the applicant nust provide his or her:

(a) Name of record, as established by docunentation required under
RCW 46. 20. 035;

(b) Date of birth, as established by satisfactory evidence of age;

(c) Sex;

(d) Principal Washi ngton residence address and proof of the address

as required in RCW46. 20. 035(8);

(e) Description;

(f) Driving licensing history, including:

(1) \Wiether the applicant has ever been licensed as a driver or
chauffeur and, if so, (A when and by what state or country; (B)
whet her the license has ever been suspended or revoked; and (C) the
date of and reason for the suspension or revocation; or
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(1i) Wether the applicant's application to another state or
country for a driver's license has ever been refused and, if so, the
date of and reason for the refusal; and

(g Proof of United States citizenship as required in RCW
46.20.035(7); and

(h) Any additional information required by the departnent.

(2) Sworn statenent. An application for an instruction permt or
for an original driver's |license nust be nade upon a form provi ded by
the departnment. The form nust include a section for the applicant to
i ndi cate whether he or she has received driver training and, if so,
where. The identifying docunentation verifying the name of record nust
be acconpanied by the applicant's witten statenent that it is valid.
The information provided on the formnust be sworn to and signed by the
applicant before a person authorized to adm nister oaths. An applicant
who nakes a fal se statenent on an application for a driver's |icense or
instruction permt is guilty of false swearing, a gross m sdenmeanor
under RCW 9A. 72. 040.

(3) Driving records from other jurisdictions. If a person
previously licensed in another jurisdiction applies for a Washington
driver's license, the departnment shall request a copy of the

applicant's driver's record fromthe other jurisdiction. The driving
record from the other jurisdiction becones a part of the driver's
record in this state.

(4) Driving records to other jurisdictions. If another
jurisdiction requests a copy of a person's Washington driver's record,
the departnent shall provide a copy of the record. The depart nment

shall forward the record wthout charge if the other jurisdiction
extends the sane privilege to the state of Washington. Qherw se the
departnent shall charge a reasonable fee for transmttal of the record.

Sec. 4. RCW46.20.105 and 2000 ¢ 115 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The departnment may provide a nethod to distinguish the driver's
license of a person who is under the age of twenty-one from the
driver's license of a person who is twenty-one years of age or ol der

(2) An instruction permt nust be identified as an "instruction
permt" and issued in a distinctive form as determned by the
depart nent.
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(3) Aninternediate |icense nust be identified as an "internediate
license”" and issued in a distinctive form as determned by the
depart nent.

(4) A provisional license nust be identified as a "provisional
license" and issued in a distinctive color as determned by the
depart nent.

Sec. 5. RCW46.20.181 and 1999 ¢ 308 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:
(1) Except as provided in subsections (4) and (5) of this section,

every driver's license expires on the fifth anniversary of the
licensee's birthdate followi ng the issuance of the |icense.
(2) A person may renew his or her license on or before the

expiration date by submtting an application as prescribed by the
departnent and paying a fee of twenty-five dollars. This fee includes
the fee for the required photograph.

(3) A person renewing his or her driver's license nore than sixty
days after the license has expired shall pay a penalty fee of ten
dollars in addition to the renewal fee, unless his or her |icense
expi red when:

(a) The person was outside the state and he or she renews the
license within sixty days after returning to this state; or

(b) The person was incapacitated and he or she renews the |icense
within sixty days after the termnation of the incapacity.

(4) During the period from July 1, 2000, to July 1, 2006, the
departnent may issue or renew a driver's license for a period other
than five years, or may extend by mail a |icense that has al ready been
issued, in order to evenly distribute, as nearly as possible, the

yearly renewal rate of licensed drivers. The fee for a driver's
license issued or renewed for a period other than five years, or that
has been extended by mail, is five dollars for each year that the

license is issued, renewed, or extended. The departnent may adopt any
rules as are necessary to carry out this subsection.

(5) The departnent may continually renew a provisional driver's
license issued under section 1 of this act for periods of one year.
The fee for a provisional driver's license issued or renewed is five
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1 dollars for each year the license is issued or renewed.
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
